The entire community was‘shocked 
to learn of the death of Stuart Tay- 
lor at his home about 6:30 on Sat- 
urday evening.

~~ Restoration Of Fertility | 


The task of restoring moisture reserves and resultant fertility of the 
soil of the prairies is a big one. It is quite evidently one which will have to 
be undertaken on large scale plan before wide-spread results can be en- 
sured and will have to be carried out on a co-operative basis with the back- 
ing of well matured and carefully thought out plans. 

In this column some months ago it was pointed out that deserts can 
be, and sometimes are, made-made. No one who has been observant and 
has given some consideration to what has been taking place since this 
country was settled who will not contribute to the belief that to some de- 
gree the devastation which has been wrought by dust storms and drought 
on the open prairies in the past few years is attributable to wasteful and 
heedless methods of cultivation of the soil. 

To what extent lack of moisture which brought about conditions from 
which agriculture has suffered so seriously iw the past five or six years 
oan, be. charged up against cultivation methods and, other doubtful prac- 
tices is problematical and cannot be scientifically measured, but that the 
severity of the drought was accentuated by such practices is undoubted and 
certainly some of the damage wrought by dust storms could have been 
averted had other methods been pursued. 7 

It may he taken for granted, however, that the damage done is not 
irreparable and» that adoption*of appropriate methods of cultivation and 
conservation, intelligently applied, can go a long way towards avoidance 
of repetition of serious loss and may even, in some instances, improve the 
productivity of the soil. If human agencies can create desert conditions 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that the same agencies can undo the 
harm which has™been caused, though this process of rehabilitation may be 
a lengthy and expensive one. 

Some valuable evidence of the feasibility of man-made plans to restore 
moisture and productivity to the soil was given recently by W. L. McTavish, 
managing editor of the Winnipeg Tribune in an address to the Regina Board 
of Trade when he outlined the satisfactory outcome of a rehabilitation pro- 
ject in Manitoba in the following words: 

“A year ago we damned the outlet where the waters of Lake Manitoba 
descend to Lake Winnipeg. The level of Lake Manitoba was brought back 
in a year to its former point and then a year later wells in the Portage 
Plains which had become deep wells as the waters of Lake Manitoba re- 
ceded, were brought back to former levels. There were districts in the 
Portage Plains which had no rainfall last year after the first week in June 
which nevertheless produced good crops.’ The answer was to be found in 
a higher water table in the subsoil, consequent upon the higher water 
levels of Lake Manitoba. There was moisture underlying the Portage Plains 
last summer and the wheat roots went down and found it.” 

The result of this Manitoba experiment should furnish a lot of consola- 
tion to the people of the prairie provinces. It demonstrates that with 
forethought.‘'and the application of understandable scientific principles to 
the problem man can do something more than just sit down supinely and 
hope for rain; that Nature will help him who helps himself; that there is 
real hope for the future by the application of intelligent action. 

It is true that not all sections of the prairie provinces could be bene- 
fitted by a project similar to the Lake Manitoba dam scheme, but other 
projects and other methods are adapted to other districts, as appropriately 
pointed out by Mr. McTavish when he said: 

“We have got to take advantage of every aid we can—strip farming, 


to aid in this work, and we have got to work everlastingly to impound in 
the wést every drop of moisture that falls from the heavens. We must

Cardinal Aim Is To Foster The 


Community Spirit 

Power of defence in the last resort 
depends not so much on wat ma- 
terial and military system as on “the 
quality, the courage and fortitude 
of the people,” Lord Tweedsmuir be- 
lieves. 

Scout training is enormously valu- 
able in what he fears is “a primary 
duty of every nation to-day, the 
ability to defend itself,” the Gov- 
ernor-General said in an address to 
the Toronto Boy Scouts’ Association. 

“I do not mean that I want to 
see our movement infected with the 
poison of militarism,’ he explained. 
“The less scouting imitates militar- 
ism the better. But if it should éver 
be necessary, in the words of our 
national song, ‘To stand on guard 
for Canada,’ what better foundation 
could you have than this feeling of 
partnership, this love and devotion 
for our native land?” 

Lord Tweedsmuir’s reference to 
the value of scouting as defence 
preparation was the “second -reflec- 
tion” of his address. The first was 
an expressed belief that ‘the cardinal 


; aim of scouting is to foster the com- 


munity spirit. a 
“Every boy is by nature a gang- 
ster in the best sense of that word,” 


he said. “He has to get together 
with other boys properly to enjoy 
himself. . . . What scouting does is 


to make the gang a fine and gener- 
ous thing, where the principle is not 
exclusion but inclusion, the motive 
not combat but comradeship.” 

He warned, however, against “over- 
organizing” the natural instincts) 
which it is the purpose of scouting 


to organize and direct into channels} 


providing full play and reasonable 
discipline. Such  over-organization 
seems to prevail 
Europe, he remarked. 

“I believe that on us, the free 
democracies, there lies the special 
duty of insisting upon the immense 
importance of personality,” the Gov- 
ernor-General said. Scouting culti- 
vated the personality and was a 
counter-active to mechanization of 
society.

a mémber of the peerage under the 
title of first Baron Nuffield. 

For years Lord Nuffield, Britain’s 
most authentic automobile king, has 
been giving away sums ranging 
from $100,000 to $500,000 to various 
hospitals and medical research funds. 
It is a sort of tribute he pays to his 
boyhood dream. He wanted to be a 
surgeon. Poverty and fate decreed 
otherwise. But these gifts were 
mere fiea-bites to what he was pre- 
paring to do. He has made philan- 
thropic history for Britain in recent 
months. He donated to Oxford Uni- 
versity the sum of $6,250,000 for the 
founding of a great institution for 
medical research. In November he 
was present at what is. called a 
“convocation” of the university. He 
sat on the platform with the learned 
big wigs. Suddenly Lord Nuffield 
rose and electrified his hearers. He 

“ gaid he had been told that a great 
medical research institution, such as 
he had in mind, would need at least 
ten million dollars. Therefore, he 
proposed to raise his own ante from 
$6,250,000 to $10,000,000. 

While the English public still was 
dazzled by this, Lord Nuffield came 
to bat again. He announced he 
would give a fund of $10,000,000 to 
help the depressed areas in South 
Wales. He said he did it to give 
practical shape to the current ex- 
pression of good will towards the 
new King George Sixth, to do any- 
thing he could in support of the Na- 
tional Government and to express 
his admiration for Premier Baldwin. 

Next, he turned over a block of 
stock in his company, worth over 
ten million dollars, for the benefit 
of the 15,000 workers in his nine 
plants at Oxford, Coventry and Birm- 
ingham. He said he wanted them to 
be shareholders in the concern and 
enjoy dividends too. His scheme is 
to keep the block of stock intact, but 
every year to divide the dividends 
among the workers. 

William Richard Morris was -born 
at Cowley near Oxford in 1877, his 
parents being poor folk. As a youth 
of 16 he started working as an ap- 
prentice in a shop in Oxford where 
bicycles were sold and repatred. His 
accumulated savings, after a year, 
were just $25. With this he started 
a bicycle repair shop of his own in 
an obscure side street of Oxford. It 
was not long before he was build- 
ing bicycles. Moreover, he became a 
racing cyclist to advertise- his own 
wares and won seven championships 
in the counties of Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire and Berkshire. He 
kept a step ahead of others when he 
foresaw a coming boom in motor- 
cycles, so he began making them and 
prospered. 

Next he conceived and built a 
cheap little motor car. He sold 400 
his very first year. The war inter- 
vened and he turned to making 
munitions. At the war’s end, he had 
to begin all over again, as his train- 
ed personnel was scattered and his 
machinery either worn out. or 
changed. When depression hit the 
motor business and other English 
manufacturers sought to hold down 
production by raising the price of 
their cars, he built a popular car and 
cut his prices. His business flour- 
ished like the proverbial green bay 
tree. Soon he bought out a number 
of others and consolidated their 
plants with his. 

Even with all the money he has 
given away, he is worth $100,000,000, 
taking into consideyatton only the 
market value of the stock he holds 
in his concern. Unlike other new mil- 
lionaires who have been ennobled, he 
is not holding on to his money to 
found a new dynasty in the peerage. 
He has no son to whom the peerage 
will fall. 

This childlessness is the one big 
sorrow in the lives of Lord Nuffield 
and his wife. They are one of the 
most devoted couples in England and 
she is the least publicized woman. 
Photos of her are unknown. When 
he was plain Bill Morris,‘she was 
Elizabeth Maud Anstey, young 
school teacher, whose father was an 
Oxford furrier.

Two large craft of the push- tug 
type are under construction at Sorel, 
Quebec, for use on the Mackenzie, 
| Athabasca and Slave Rivers, 2,000 
miles away in Canada's far north 

yhere many of the river bends are 
so short it is impossible to pull, a 
scow around corners. 

Construction of the two “tugs” 
writes an interesting page for ship- 
building in Canada. Similar craft 
are in use on the Nile in Egypt. 
Hitherto river navigation in the 
Canadian north has been in old type 
| wooden stern wheelers. The new 
| boats will be of the steel twin-screw 
tunnel type, permitting very  shal- 
low draft. The one designed for use 
on the Athabasca and Slave rivers 
draws only 21 inches when loaded, 

After an = extraordinary portage 
across half a continent, the boats 
will go into service this summer 
carrying supplies to the mining 
camps of the Northwest Territories 
and bringing back radium concen- 
trates and other ores. This will mark 
another step in the northern march 
| of civilization. The boats will be 
with refrigeration cham- 
bers, making it possible for the first 
time to transport fresh meats and 
| dairy preducts in quantity for regu-

Of welded steel construction, the 
boats will be assembled just as they 
will be launched 2,000 miles away.

Thus they will be shipped 
on railway cars to railhead at Water- 
ways and carried by sleigh and trac- 
tor ta Fort McMurray. 
Twenty-three passengers and a 
crew of ten will find accommodation 
on the first “tug’’ when it goes into 
on the Athabasca and Slave 
Rivers between Fort McMurray and 
Fitzgerald in May. The vessel will 
be 86 feet long and 20 feet broad. It 
will afford cabin accommodation for 


‘eight passengers deck facilities for 


the others. The second boat will ply 
between Fort Smith and Fort Nor- 
man on the Mackenzie River and 
Great Slave Lake. 

Of significance to the north coun- 
try and to the mining industry of 
the Dominion is the fact these boats 
will make it possible to bring out 
three times the quantity of radium 
concentrates that can now be trans- 
| ported to railhead. They are being 
constructed for the Northern Trans- 
portation Company, wholly owned 
subsidiary of Eldorado Gold Mines 
Limited, whose radium mine is at 
Labine Point on Great Bear Lake.

with them. For upwards of 1 


months, while they had all the power 


and authority necessary in their 
hands, the Premier and his cabinet 
did absolutely nothing,” this critic 
of the government declared. 

On the other hand, Premier Aber- 
hart defends his government vigor- 
ously and declares he has been mov- 
ing as rapidly toward his yoal of 
Social Credit as it has been possible 
to go. Greater opposition and dif- 
ficulties havé been met with than 
were anticipated, Sickness has held 
back the cabinet and every sort of 
tactics that would upset and hinder 
the government’s plans have been 
resorted to by the opposition, He 
still stands by his assertion that it 
will be useless to advance Social 
Credit to the pepe until they are 
persuaded it is the best thing for 
them and are willing to co-operate 
in implementing it. 

And so the controversy in the 
ranks of Social Credit stands for the 
present. But it is forecast in some 


quarters that the battle will be joined 
in more bitter spirit when the Legi- 


slature re-assembles 
week of June, 


in the first 
Only time will tell. 


In the closing. hours of the ses- 
sion the government’s new Social 
Credit bill was passed through its 
various stages rapidly and with very 
little time for consideration, The 
act enabling the government to ex- 
tend the period of the moratorium 
until June ‘was also passed, and the 
bill dealing with debt reduction will 
be held over until June, along with 
the budget. 

Friday night, Hon. Solon Low and 
Hon, Lucien Maynard left Edmonton 
for Ottawa, where they will consult 
with Hon. Charles Dunning, Federal 
Minister of Finance, on matters con- 
nected with the province’s financial 
position. Mr. Low made it plain be- 
fore leaving he was not approach- 
ing Ottawa with the idea of demand- 
ing what he wanted. He was at- 
tempting to begin negotiations that 
would, he hoped, settle the outstand- 
ing questions under dispute between 
the two governments. 


Arrangements for provision of ail 
necessary seed grain required by 
farmers have been made and_ are 
Reine. carried out, according to Hon, 
W. N. Chant, Minister of Agricul- 
ture. “Word received at the depart- 
ment is that seeding is general in 
all parts of the province now and 
that the crop will be in the ground 
reach earlier this year than for some 
time. 


No word has beén received from 
Ottawa yet on the government’s 
proposed $2,000,000 road construc- 
tion program for the summer, Hon. 
W. A. Fallow, provincial Minister of 
Public Works, wrote to Hon. Nor- 
man Roberts, Federal minister, last 
week, but as yet no reply has been 
received from him. The plan is for 
a fifty-fifty plan of responsibility 
for financial costs, or one million 
for each government. The money 
will be expended on the main high- 
ways throughout the province, the 
Peace River highway getting a large 
share of the work done.

TOURIST TRADE MAY EXCEED 
PEAK YEAR OF 1929 


Tourist trade may reach a_ vol- 
ume in 1987 in excess of its peak 
year in 1929 if the same percentage 
of increase is maintained as last 
year. 

According to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, it is likely to be worth 
more than $300,000,000, and if it is, 
its return will represent at least 
five per cent of the national income. 
This is the equivalent of $30 for 
every man, woman and child in the 
entire Dominion, or to an average 
year’s income for half a _ million 
people. 

Here is an industry that is worth 
careful conservation and further de- 
velopment. “A $300,000,000 business, 
with such encouraging prospects of 
progressive increase, is an impor- 
tant consideration to this country. 

Tourists spent $257,000,000 in this 
country in 1936, an increase over 
the previous year of $43,000,000. A 
similar rate of increase should be 
atainable this year with the well 
directed efforts of the Travel Bur- 
eau at Ottawa, and the tourist or- 
ganizations now so efficiently func- 
tioning in all provinces of the Do- 
miniop.

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 


The Spring wheat crops now 
being seeded in Western Canada and 
in the northwestern part of the U.S. 
will be anxiously watched by the 
whole world, for the progresa of 
these two crops will unquestion- 
ably have an important effect upon 
wheat prices during the coming 
months. 


As these crops flourish, prices 


will tend to decline, but should their | 


prospects become lessened, then the 
prices will tend to rise. 

What are the actual prospects at 
this moment? 

Moisture records collected and 
compiled daily from over 600 rain 
gauges im Western Canada by the 
Research Department of the Searle 
Grain Co. indicate that probably 
never has the Canadian crop—and 
this refers to the U.S. crop also— 
started with so little moisture re- 
serve in the soil. 

The records show that at the mo- 
ment Alberta has only 80 per cent 
of the normal subsoil moisture, Sas- 
katchewan 57 pen cent and Mani- 
toba 68 per cent. 

This means that if an average 
crop (whieh would be about 400 
million bushels on our present west- 
ern wheat acreage) is to be secured, 
that very much better than average 
rainfall—which average is about 8 
inches—must occur between __ this 
time and August Ist next. 

Rainfall, therefore, will be the 
important factor to watch. 

The following factors have tended 
to raise prices: Roumania temporar- 
ily prohibits wheat exports; Broom- 
hall may raise import requirement 
estimate; Rains needed to condition 
soil for seeding in southern hemi- 
sphere; Cold weather retards Rus- 
sian Spring seedings; Polish win- 
ter crop prospects doubtful; Spring 
seedings delayed in U.S.; Spain still 
contracting for wheat. 

The following factors have tended 
to lower prices: Rains break long 
drought in Central China; Austral- 
ian wheat estimate increased 15 mil- 
lion; U.S. government estimates win- 
ter wheat crop at 656 million; Bene- 
ficial rains in Western Canada; Un- 
certainty of gold policy in Great 
Britain and U.S.; France removes 
import license taxes on apples and 
pears.

United States To Experiment With

Named Keedoozle And_ Sells 
Groceries By Electricity 

Dynamic Clarence Saunders has 
announced he is ready to try for a 
third fortune with an amazing new 
Keedoozle grocery store in Memphis, 
Tenn., in which electricity delivers 
the customers’ purchases and adds 
up the cost. 

He plans to open one Keedoozle 
store, he said, adding others as need- 
ed. The name, Keedoozle, doesn’t 
mean anything particularly. 

The customer enters and obtains a 
key—a fibre rod about seven inches 
long with a knob on the end contain- 
ing a red light bulb.

Another Ape-Man 
Skull Of Prehistoric ‘Ape-Man Found 
In South Africa 


The skull of another prehistoric 
&pe-man, believed to be between 
50,000 and 100,000 years old, has 
been discovered by Mr. G. Barlow in 
the Sterkfontein Caves, five miles 
from Krugersdrop, in the Transvaal. 

Mr. Barlow was blasting hear the 
entrance to the caves at the spot 
where Dr. Robert Broom, | of the 
Transvaal Museum, found the skull 
of a prehistoric woman, a near re- 
lation of the Taungs ape, which he 
christened ‘“Transvaalensis.” 

Embedded in the red Bushmen’s 
limestone, Mr. Barlow found the 
skull, which is likely to be of great 
importance to anthopologists. 

While the woman's skull had only 
three teeth, this new discovery has a 
complete set, both upper and lower 
teeth. 

The Transvaalensis men _ probably 
walked half-upright. They were non- 
forest-anthropoids. Something more 
than monkeys but less than men, 
they did not climb trees, but made 
caves their homes. 

According to Dr. Broom, it is not 
improbable that the first man evolved 
from this group of manlike apes. 
Thus Africa may be proved to be the 


| cradle of the human race. 


The Transvaalensis man lived in 
thousands of 
years ago, when dinosaurs and giant 
elephants roamed Africa. Probably 
these early men ate elephants. 

Possibly they left the primeval 
forests to hunt for food with sticks 
and stones, and took shelter in caves 
when danger threatened. 


Cost Would Be Prohibitive 


Erection Of New Crystal Palace In 
London Unlikely 

Is there to be a _ second Crystal 
Palace on the site of the old? It is 
highly unlikely that even if another 
house of entertainment should arise | 
it will take the form of the former 
huge house of glass. The cost, for 
one thing, would be prohibitive. 

The old Crystal Palace, moreover, | 
is believed to have been a fine land- 
mark for hostile aircraft during the 
war, much in the same way as the 
Thames proved another excellent 
guide for enemy airmen.

Of Using Soy Beans 

Dr. Helen Chataway, chemist at 
the National Research Laboratories 
in Ottawa, has an industrial prob- 
lem dealing with the best methods 
of turning soy beans into oil, meal, 
flour, casein and a number of other 
products. These methods are in pro- 
cess*of rapid development since it is 
only within the past few years that 
soya bean cultivation has leaped to a 
position of importance in North 
America. Even now the expansion 
of this industry in Canada is being 
retarded by the lack of sufficient 
seed of suitable Canadian varieties. 
Seed is being developed at several 
agricultural experimental stations. 

In this breathing space the Na- 
tional Research Council plans that 
at least one of its staff shall become 
conversant with problems of the in- 
dustry in the hope that by being 
ready to supply timely advice it may 
save many costly mistakes.

Buy Baby Chicks 
in Next F xt Few Weeks 


To obtain birds that will give the 
maximum of egg production next 
Autunii’ and also to have broilers 
when prices are high, farmers would 
be well advised to buy their chicks 
within the next few weeks, accord- 
ing to officials of the Poultry Ser- 
vices, Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. 


The sale of chicks is reported as 
good in the Maritime provinces, fair 
in Ontatio and Quebec and good in 
all the four Western provinces. It 
is evident that the demand is in- 
creasing for baby chicks with a good 
record of breeding behind them and 
from flocks that have been blood 
tested and approved. At the pres- 
ent time, 95 per cent of the ap- 
proved hatcheries in Canada use 
only eggs from blood-tested flocks 
and with a good production record 
behind them. These hatcheries sell 
around 13,000,000 chicks a year, the 
price of which ranges from 10 to 15 
cents per chick.
